We hopped into a cab driven by Ethel Fess- 
opoulos. We recognized the cop on the corner as Harry 
McGee and when the light changed to let us go we 
noticed that Hazel Crosby was driving one of the new 
buses. 

We drove to the club and the doorman, Joe Hagen 
was standing in front looking very nice in his new livery. 
Upon entering we found the hat check girl, Catherine 
Bowman and the cigarette girl, Lorraine Hallman busily 
exercising their Jaws and finger nails; after tearing them 
apart we left our hats and coats.

As the cab drew up 
to the curb we saw that we were getting home with the 
milkman or rather—No, it couldn’t be—there was 
Sarah Smith driving a milk wagon with Eunice Williams 
to help deliver.

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June 1944 Class Prophecy — 


New York, 1954! ! 


After a spectacular eight hour trip from Paris in a 
helicopter piloted by Max Diamond, we landed on the 
Haskell Heller Hotel in New York. The bell-hop was 
none other than handsome Paul Treanor. 


My first desire was to see the smash hit Broadway 
production, ‘“The Gay Life,” produced by Darden, 
McCuen Plays, Inec., and adapted from the novel of the 
same name written by the famous novelist, Lucinda 
Thompson. Who would the stars be but that vivacious 
Connie—now a blond—Davis and the man of the hour, 
Bernard Byrd. The colorful costumes were by Jean 
Wheeler and the scenery by deZarem. 


After the play I had a few hours before my train left 
for Savannah, so I dashed over to Carnegie Hall to 
attend the premiere performance of Charles Donnelly’s 
orchestral suite, ‘‘Boogie on the Downbeat.”
